(i) Please delete "3" and replace with 'TSf" as a subscript within the definition of Rn in the 
specification on page 2, line 27 to correct a typographical error. In Rn, under (d), it is stated: 

(d) -CO-NRn.2Rn-3 where Rn-z and Rn-s are -H and C1-C4 alkyl, and where R3.2 and 
R3.3 are taken with the attached nitrogen atom to form a ring selected fi"om the group consisting 
of 1-pyrroUdinyl, 1-piperazinyl and l-morpholinyl, 
R3.2 and R3-3 should be Rn-i and Rn-s. 

It should read: 

(d) -CO-NI^.2Rn-3 where Rn-2 and Rn-3 are -H and C1-C4 alkyl, and where R^-2 and 
R^.3 are taken with the attached nitrogen atom to form a ring selected fi*om the group consisting 
of 1-pyrrolidinyl, 1-piperazinyl and 1-morpholinyl, 

The R groups being discussed are Rn and not R3. Please correct this typographical error. 

(ii) Please delete "n ' and insert "n" on page 6, line 1 1 of the specification. It occurs in 
H00C-(CH2)n-C00H, which should read: "H00C-(CH2)n-C00H". This is a typographical and 
the upper case 'TM" should be a lower case "n'\

A 35 U.S.C. § 112 rejection has been made regarding the pending claims 24 and 25, 
because the Rx: appears to have lower case "x" and all should be upper case "X". Applicant 
requests that the following amendments be made to correct the following typographical errors as 
follows: 
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(i) In claim 24: Rx-2 and Rx-a in claim 24 were inadvertently written Rx-2 and Rxo with the 
"X' being lower case. This is an apparent typographical error. Applicant requests that Rx-2 and 
Rx-s be amended to read: Rx.2 and Rx-3 as provided in the attached amended claim 24. 

(ii) In claim 25: Rx was inadvertently written with a lower case X. Applicant requests that 
Rx be amended to read: Rx as provided in the attached amended claim 25.
